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. *. SON OF THE SUN

We are already here, among you. Some of us have always been here, with 
you, yet apart from you, watching, and occasionally guiding you whenever the op¬ 
portunity arose... Now, however, our numbers have been increased in preparation 
for a further step in the development of your planet: a step of which you are not yet 
aware, although it has been hinted at frequently enough in the parables of your 
prophets, who have garbled whatever inspiration they have been able to receive. 
Sometimes they were ignorant. Sometimes they were unable to translate clearly 
the concepts implanted in their minds. Sometimes they were cautious, and to in¬ 
sure the preservation of the information they wished to place upon the record in the 
warld, they spoke in metaphors and symbols. 

We have been confused with the gods of many world-religions, although we 
are not gods, but your own fellow creatures, as you will learn directly before many 
more years have passed; You will find records of our presence in the mysterious 
symbols of ancient Egypt, where we made ourselves known in order to accomplish 
certain ends. Our principal symbol appears in the religious art of your present 
civilization and occupies a position of importance upon the great seal of your coun¬ 
try. It has been preserved in certain secret societies founded originally to keep 
alive the knowledge of our existence and our intentions toward mankind. 

We have left you certain landmarks, placed carefully in different parts of 
the globe, but most prominently in Egypt where we established our headquarters 
upon the occasion of our last overt, or as you would say, public, appearance. At 
that time the foundations of your present civilization were "laid in the earth, " and 
the most ancient of your known landmarks established by means that would appear 
as miraculous to you now as they did to the pre-Egyptians, so many thousands of 
years ago. Since that time the whole art of building in stone has become symbolic, 
to many of you, of the work in hand - the building of the human race towards its 
perfection. 

Your ancestors knew us in those days as preceptors and as friends. Now, 
through your own efforts, you have almost reached, in your majority, a new step on 
the long ladder of your liberation. You have been constantly aided by our watchful 
"inspiration, " and hindered only by the difficulties natural to your processes of phy- 
sicel and moral development, for the so-called "forces of evil and darkness" have 
always been recruited from among the ranks of your own humanity - a circumstance 
for which you would be exceedingly grateful if you possessed full knowledge of con¬ 
ditions in the universe. 

You have lately achieved the means of destroying yourselves. Do not be 
hasty in your self-congratulation. Yours is not the first civilization to have a- 
chieved - and used - such means. Yours will not be the first civilization to be of¬ 
fered the means of preventing that destruction and proceeding, in the full glory of 
its accumulated knowledge, to escablish an era of enlightenment upon the earth. 
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However, if you do accept the means offered you, and if you do establish 
such a "millennium" upon the basis of your present accomplishments, yours will b< 
the first civilization to do so. Always, before, the knowledge, the techniques, the 
instructions, have become the possessions of a chosen few: a few chose themselve 
by their own open-minded and clear-sighted realization of "the shapes of things to 
come. " They endeavored to pass on their knowledge in the best possible form, anc 
by the most enduring means at their command. In a sense they succeeded, but in 
another sense their failure equalled their success. Human acceptance is, to a ver; 
large extent, measurable by human experience. Succeeding generations, who neve 
knew our actual presence, translated the teachings of their elders in the terms of 
their own experience. For instance, a cross-sectional drawing, much simplified 
and stylized by many copyings, of one of our traveling machines, became the "Eye 
of Horus, " and then other eyes of other gods. Finally, the ancient symbol,that was 
once an accurate representation of an important mechanical device, has been given 
surprising connotations by the modern priesthood of psychology. 

The important fact is, however, that we are here, among you, and that you, 
as a world-race, will know it before very much longer ! The time is almost ripe, 
but as with all ripening things, the process may not be hurried artificially without 
danger of damaging the fruit. There is a right time for ©very action, and the right 
time for our revelation of ourselves to your era is approaching. 

Some of you have seen our "advance guard" already. You have met us often 
in the streets of your cities, and you have not noticed us. But when we flash throuf 
your skies in the ancient, traditional vehicles, you are amazed and those of you wh 
open your mouths and tell of what you have seen are accounted dupes and fools. 
Actually you are prophets, seers in the true sense of the word. You in Kansas and 
Oklahoma, you in Oregon and in California, and Idaho, who know what you have 
seen: do not be dismayed by meteorologists. Their business is the weather. One 
of you says "I saw a torpedo-shaped object. " Others report "disk-like objects, " 
some of you say "spherical objects, " or "platter-like objects. " You are all report* 
ing correctly and accurately what you saw, and in most cases you are describing 
the same sort of vehicle. 

The "golden disk" - now confused with the solar disk and made a part and 
parcel of religion - even in your own times. The "discus, " hurled sunward by the 
Grecian - and your own - athletes. The "eye of Horus, " and the other eyes of 
symbology, alchemical and otherwise. Our mechanical means of transportation. 

Now that the art of manufacturing plastic materials has reached a certain 
perfection among you, perhaps you can imagine a material, almost transparent to 
the rays of ordinary visible light, yet strong enough to endure the stresses of ex¬ 
tremely rapid flight. Look again at the great nebulae, and think of the construction 
of your own galaxy, and behold the universal examples of what we have found to be 
the perfect shape for an object which is to travel through what you still fondly refer 
to as "empty" space. 

In the center of the discus, gyro scopically controlled within a central sphere 
of the same transparent material, our control rooms revolve freely, accomodating

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themselves and us to flat or edge-wise flight. Both methods are suited to your at¬ 
mosphere, and when we convert abruptly from one to the other, as we are some¬ 
times obliged to do, and you are watching, our machines seem suddenly to appear - 
or to disappear. At our possible speeds your eyes, untrained and unprepared for 
the maneuver, do make mistakes - but not the mistakes your scientists so often ac¬ 
cuse them of making. 

We pass over your hilltops in horizontal flight. You see and report a torpe¬ 
do-shaped object. We pass over, in formation, flying vertically "edge-on, " and 
you report a series of disk-shaped, platter-like objects, or perhaps a sphere. 

Or we go over at night, jet-slits glowing, and you see an orange disk. In any event, 
you see us, and in any event, we do not care. If we chose to remain invisible, we 
could do so easily, and, in fact, we have done so almost without exception for hun¬ 
dreds of years. But you must become accustomed to our shapes in your skies, for 
one day they will be familiar, friendly, and reassuring sights. 

This time, it is to be ho^ed that the memory of them, passed on to your 
children and their children, will be clear and precise. That you will not cause 
them to forget, as your ancestors forgot, the meaning of the diagrams and the in¬ 
structions we will leave with you. If you do fail, as other civilizations have failed, 
we will see your descendants wearing wiring diagrams for simple machines as amu¬ 
lets, expecting the diagrams to do what their forefathers were taught the completed 
article would accomplish. Then their children, forgetting even that much - or 
little - would preserve the amulet as a general protective device - or as an intel¬ 
lectual curiosity - or perhaps as a religious symbol. Such is the cycle of forget¬ 
fulness!

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PRELIMINARY REPORT ON MY WORLD TOUR 
By G. H. Williamson 

When I left Peru on July 20, this year, I had no idea that I was embarking 
on the most fantastic journey a man had ever taken! I knew that I would visit UFO 
group leaders in Brazil, Africa, Portugal, Spain, Sicily, Italy, Greece, Austria, 
Switzerland, Germany, France and Great Britain,. .but I had no idea that I would . 
encounter startling sighting reports that never seem to be reported outside of a 
small area, nor did I expect to locate professional men who are now in direct con¬ 
tact with space visitors ! 

In Sao Paulo and Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, I spoke with and before UFO group 
leaders and with airline officials and pilots, and also with officials of the Brazilian 
Navy. These reliable informants told me that Brazil is well aware of the UFOs, 
and that it is a well-known fact that Brazil has a "secret" agreement with other na¬ 
tions of the world to keep quiet about the reality of UFOs for a time yet. I inter¬ 
viewed countless pilots who see UFOs constantly on flights between Sao Paulo, Rio 
de Janeiro and Belem, Brazil. Many strange "contact" reports were investigated 
during my stay there and I made an aerial survey over hundreds of miles of the 
Brazilian jungle interior in an attempt to locate {from the air) ruins of the "Lost 
World" of Colonel Fawcett. ...I studied unknown carvings on great rocks in the 
harbour of Rio de Janeiro and I am certain there is a connection between all of this 
and my recent discoveries in Peru. By the way.. .the UFOs are quite often seen 
hovering over such rock carvings at Rio after they approach the coast from the sea. 

The greatest amount of information was obtained in Sicily and Italy. It is 
impossible for me to understand how so many startling happenings reported in all 
Italian newspapers just simply do not get reported outside of that country. And 
this view is even expressed by AP men in Italy! Appearances of a "beautiful lady" 
in a bright light (similar to Fatima) are reported from various parts of Italy... 
green fireballs and little discs constantly hover over important air force bases... 
an astronomical observatory burned under weird conditions.., the President of 
Italy carried a UFO message to Brazil on his recent visit there... contacts are be¬ 
ing made by the use of television, radio and even telephone ! I talked with men 
(professors at a well-known university) who are in communication with space visi¬ 
tors using the above-mentioned means of contact! At the present time, people are 
talking about a "UFO lull".., nothing could be further from the truth, as I will show 
in my forthcoming articles in Flying Saucer Review. There are important happen¬ 
ings taking place in Germany and England, too. 

The first night I arrived in London, I received the tragic news of my dear 
wife's death in Lima, Peru. The loss of a wonderful wife and mother to my son, 
and my fellow worker in science, was a great shock to me.. .but Betty was dedi¬ 
cated to a Divine Cause, and evidently she was needed elsewhere to serve at this 
time. My research will go on,.. research that she was greatly responsible for in 
the past will find its fulfilment in the future. Without Betty I could not have accom¬ 
plished anything in the UFO field... she was (and is) my inspiration. She wrote a 
book before she died... I will complete that book and see that it is published.

SCHMIDT TO RETURN TO PHOENIX 

A letter from Reinhold Schmidt states that he expects to be in Phoenix 
some time during the weekend of December 15. If a public lecture cannot be ar¬ 
ranged, we will endeavor to have "Smitty" speak to our group in a private home. 
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The following contact story is reprinted from Flying Saucer Review ,

are familiar with this account, and Flying Saucer Review does not vouch for its 
veracity. You may judge for yourself. 

MR. COOKE GOES TO ZOMDIC 

Mr. James Cooke lives at Runcorn, in Cheshire, England, and early in the 
morning on Saturday, September 7, 1957, he was expecting the saucers, Mr. 

Cooke had seen them before on many occasions and on this particular night (it was 
just after 2 a. m. ) he had already seen a formation manouvring in the sky. He 
knew that a ship was going to contact him that morning because he had been receiv¬ 
ing telepathic messages that this would happen. 

At 1:15 a, m. he excitedly watched the ship approaching - it was as brilliant 
as lightning to gaze upon. The saucer changed colour repeatedly from blue to 
white, back to blue, and then to red. Finally to dark red. By this time the ship 
had come to rest only 20 yards away. 

He did not feel any wind, except that which was there before the ship came, 
but underneath it the grass waved to and fro as though attracted to the ship by some 
strange magnetic force. The saucer did not "touch down, " but stayed a few inches 
from the ground. This, he was later informed, was due to the ground being wet 
from an earlier rain. It seems they do not operate when the weather and atmos¬ 
phere are damp.

Mr, Cooke stated the ship was approximately 120 ft, in diameter. When he 
approached the craft a voice called out to him: "Jump, do not step. Jump on to the 
stair. The ground is damp. Jump. Don’t have one foot on the ground or you will 
be hurt, " 

Mr. Cooke jumped as directed and mounted the stair (some kind of gang¬ 
way let down) into the ship. 

The light inside seemed to come from everywhere. It cast no shadows! 

The same voice that warned him to jump and not to step into the ship in¬ 
structed him to remove his clothing, and to don a suit that appeared at his side. It 
„ was difficult to get into it. He had to stretch it on, being told to put the legs on 
first, then the arms and hand portions. The next stage was putting on the head 
part and mask, complete with eyes, nose and mouth portions (mask lips being 
sealed together). The suit was joined at the front waist to points over each hip and 
when Mri Cooke had put on the head and face he was told to bring the open part at 
the-back together. When he did this it sealed itself as it touched, cementing to¬ 
gether firmly. The garment was made of a "plastic-like" material, but far super¬ 
ior, Mr. Cooke said, to anything on this planet. 

When he was attired the stairs reappeared and he was directed to descend 
from the ship into a larger one, (Presumably he was now on a mother ship. —Ed. ) 

He found on the large ship well over 20 people present. They were tall by 
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earth standards, but he subsequently learnt small by their own average height. 

No one had spoken to him since the beginning of the journey, excepting the 
voice mentioned earlier. Mr. Cooke clearly remembered the expressions on the 
faces of those who greeted him at the feet of the stairs and the gestures they made. 
They first placed their left hands over their eyes and then their right hands over 
their hearts. They could read his every thought. He had only to think and his 
thought would be answered. It was impossible to deceive, that is to say one thing 
and mean another. 

He was taken to a planet called Zomdic in another solar system. "Your 
scientists don’t know this planet exists, " he was told. 

Mr. Cooke stated that although they do have roads on the planet, these are 
not used. They are relics of a bygone age. They use small ships as transport 
which move across the ground at about 20 or 30 ft, up. These small ships appar¬ 
ently operated on some harmonic principle. The pilot would sit in a bucket-shaped 
seat before a table on which was a small object like a hammer. There was a row 
of metal-like strips protruding like organ stops. Taking the hammer the pilot 
struck one of the strips and a melodious "ping" was taken up by some sympathetic 
instrument and the note persisted at first and then rose higher and higher. Other 
notes seemed to blend in. While in flight the small ship was controlled by a small 
ball on which the pilot’s left hand rested. When the ship landed the musical notes 
continued to "ring" until the pilot took his hand from the ball and, using the hammer, 
struck certain strips some way from the first ones he had struck before. The hum¬ 
ming then ceased and everything was still. 

The vegetation was mostly of a yellow variety, not like grass. Small herbs, 
yellow in colour with blue-tipped leaf. The flowers, though, Mr. Cooke said, were 
superb. 

He was taken to meet one of the wise men on the planet, "Listen, " Mr. 

Cooke was told, "The inhabitants of your planet will upset the balance, if they per¬ 
sist in using force instead of harmony. Warn them of the danger. " 

"But they won’t listen to me, " Mr. Cooke replied. 

"Or anyone else either, " the wise one added, and there was the sound of a 
sigh with the words. 

Mr. Cooke was then instructed in many things, including the method of pro¬ 
pulsion through space. 

After this interview he returned to the ship that brought him to Zomdic. On 
the return journey he had to extricate himself from the loaned suit. This he found 
more tricky than getting into it and he had to slit open the back with a razor blade 
that was in the coat pocket of his own suit lying where he had left it previously. 

When he got back it was Sunday, September 8. Landing was uneventful, ex¬ 
cept that he burned his hand on the rail of the stairs. The ship did not actually 
touch land and he omitted to let go of the rail completely before his feet touched 
earth.

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Mr. Cooke arrived home at Westfield Road, Runcorn, at 10:50 p.m. On his 
arrival home there were present his mother and four friends, Mr. and Mrs. W, 
Hocknell, Mr. E. Thomas and Mrs* E. King, and all of them, Mr. Cooke states, 
will confirm as to his appearahcfe and mannerisms at the time. 

Miss Thelma Roberts investigated this contact on behalf of Flying Saucer 
Review , and spent a whole week-end interviewing Mr. Cooke. She found him to be 
a sincere and kindly person with an open and receptive mind, devoid of vanity and 
with a keen sense of humour. He answered all her questions without wavering. 

Mr. Cooke told her that the saucers themselves are used only in the magne¬ 
tic fields of the earth and not in outer space as they have no repellent power when 
meeting other objects. Mother ships are used in outer space. Saucers use as a 
propelling force the magnetic fields surrounding the earth and permeating the at¬ 
mosphere. He said saucers have to "tune in" to the planet they are visiting and to 
the person they "contact, " 

Those people he met on Zomdic wore what he thought to be two-piece gar¬ 
ments with a belt around the waist. He described their faces as "baby faced, " 
some had beards. They all had good smooth complexions and he could only call 
them beautiful. On being asked if he had noticed any women on Zomdic, he replied 
that there had been something about the people he could not quite place till later. 
Then it came to him, they were bi-sexual. They do not use money. What they 
needed they have. Energy is turned into substance in any required form. 

Mr. E, Thomas, one of the witnesses to his return home, states that he saw 
the burn on the back of Mr. Cooke’s hand. 


PROBERT TAPE HEARD AT NOVEMBER MEETING 

A tape recording made at the International Spacecraft Convention at Giant 
Rock, California, last spring brought an enthusiastic response from the members 
and guests attending the November meeting of the Forum Division of S. R.A. The 
tape, which lasted approximately one and one-half hours, was recorded by Mark 
Probert, trance medium, through whom the voice of Yada de Shi’ite spoke. Yada 
claims to have been a member of a priesthood and that he lived 500, 000 years ago 
in a highly developed civilization in the Himalayan Mountain region. He states that 
he perished in a cataclysm caused by a polar shift. 

Yada spoke of the Etherians coming to visit our plant at this time, that they

Dear friends of S, R. A,: 

I received your November Spaedcyafter a few days ago, and I think yob fblks 
are doing a good job. 

It was too bad that Reinhold Schmidt's itinerary did not include Phoenix at 
this time as much is occuring in America, and indeed in all the world regarding 
space and space travel. In the Arizona Republic for November 17, Walter Reisel, 
the blind reporter, said the main figure in U, S, Rocketry (who must be none other 
than Von Braun) stated that a super-intelligent people from space are evaluating 
us, or words to that effect. This made me wonder if Mr, Von Braun has read 
"Aboard A Flying Saucer" or gets his information direct, as I did. Or, at long last, 
has the Government loosened up with some of the information which I personally 
know they possess? 

I should like to point out that no report has ever been given regarding obser¬ 
vation of the moon through the Mt. Palomar 200-inch telescope. However, they 
release reports on "stars" billions of light years away which, when photographed, 
show no more than a yellow dab of paint on a piece of glass. Not even Mars or 
Venus are reported as seen through this grandaddy of all telescopes - why? The 
answer is because the truth would show the falsity of all printed reports heretofore 
given, and all astronomers would lose face, if and when this should happen.

They report these things, believing 
that no one except themselves is capable of thinking and that they can tell us any¬ 
thing. We are supposed to swallow all they say, 

I do hope that the group proposing to put out the movie, "The Real Flying 
Saucer Story, " have great success. However, I do not believe that a good and true 
picture could be made without cooperation going further than just releasing rights 
to a book to the Ormonds for filming purposes. As no other details were included, 

I am not taking part in this endeavor.

Mr. Seelye doesn’t answer any of the questions asked in my letter; he mere ¬ 
ly yells "McCarthyism" at the suggestion that there could be any relationship be¬ 
tween World Peace organizations and the Communist movement. His organization 
may be above reproach, but others such as the Mid-Century Conference for Peace 
and the American Peace Crusade have been listed as subversive. * Dr. Daniel A, 
Poling^ says, "The most insidious and far reaching menace of atheistic commun¬ 
ism is its world-wide peace drive..,. " 


Without question, the Communists are masters of propoganda and psycho¬ 
logical warfare. There is also no question that for many years they have penetrat¬ 
ed non-Communist groups and used them to disseminate their views and gain 
support on special issues; just as today they are penetrating groups actively involv¬ 
ed in the integration dispute in order to create hatred, strife, and violence in this 
country. 


The World Council of Churches has on its ruling board Dr. Josef L. 
Hromadka, a Red Czec puppet who twice received the Stalin peace prize and who 
spoke in support of Russia’s tank invasion of Hungary. 

The Communists have taken advantage of the diplomatic immunity provided 
United Nations delegates to send agents and saboteurs into the United States. Take, 
for example, the twenty-one Russian seamen who had been given asylum in Ameri¬ 
ca and were living in New Jersey and New York. Soviet secret police, with U. N. 
credentials went into their homes, beat them into submission, kidnapped them, and 
forced them to return to Russia. American law enforcement agencies knew what 
was happening but were not permitted to do anything about it. 


Since the United Nations has been "keeping world peace, " the Communists 
have taken over an estimated 800 million people.

Dr, S, A. Fineberg^: "Communism is a totalitarian scheme for regiment¬ 
ing human existence. It subjects every aspect of life to the wishes and whims of a 
bureaucratic oligarchy. Their view of life is based on materialism and a collective 
society. They think of people as creatures whose destiny is determined solely by 
their material well-being. Communist rules assume the right to deal with all 
human beings as though they were property of the State. " 

Bishop F. J. Sheen^ : "Communism legislates for the mass, but it does not 
impose any individual morality. That is one of the reasons, I think, why some 
people - not all, God forbid - have an exaggerated interest in social justice, bee- 
cause it dispenses them from individual justice, " 

Dr, D. A. Poling: "Communism is a driving dynamic faith. It has all the 
passion that we associate with the early Christian Church, but its basic tenet,,, is 
atheism. It has absolutely no concern for the individual. It teaches and practices 
that the individual is not only the servant of, but the slave of, the state. His per¬ 
sonal well-being is of no consideration at all if the strength of the state is in any 
way mitigated or jeopardized by this individual...." 

Many backers of World Peace and World Government, even if not actively 
communistic, are pretty nebulous in their thinking; and their great fallacy is that 
they have failed to provide for the protection of the individual against the system of 
government, such as is provided by our Constitution and Bill of Rights. What kind 
of a tax system would a World Government provide ? Maybe the World Trade 
Union will decide your type of employment can best serve humanity in South Africa, 
so, like it or not, off you go. Or the World Concil of Education decided your 
children are best suited for training in the textile industry which now centers in 
Pakistan. So long, kids. Perhaps you have been wrongly accused of a theft, but 
the new World System of Justice, patterned after some of our fellow nations, holds 
that you are guilty till proven innocent, so there you sit in jail. Worse yet, to 
satisfy the Middle East code of justice, the penalty for theft is cutting off a hand. 
These things may sound pretty fantastic, but they have to be considered and are not 
so far fetched when you think of the steps that have already been taken in that 
direction. (Atlantic Charter, Statutes of Forces Agreement, GATT, United Nation,) 

I have been a student of metaphysics for twenty years, and I am acquainted 
with the basic principles concerning the oneness of humanity and also with the 
changes that are to come with the Aquarian Age, but I see no reason to confuse 
many of today's trends with these changes just because they use some of the same 
adjectives. The Aztecs made a slight mistake in thinking the Spaniards were their 
long awaited white gods.
